The decision 
was received with hoots and jeers, and 
Earp disappeared just in time to avoid 
roug-h handling-. 
Fitzsimmons put up 


a clean, hard fight, and, though he 
was fouled repeatedly and wrestled all 
over the ring1, he never murmured. 


In the eighth round Sharkey led and 


missed; he ag-uiu led and clinched, 
Fitzsimmons put his rig-ht on Tom's 
face, and duplicated it a minute later. 
In the breakaway Sharkey huprged -his 
man. Fitz. led again and landed, only 
to be smothered once more. 
This was 


repeated three times, and the crowd 
hissed and hissed. 
Sharkey was doing 


nothing' but wrestling-. Bob got in two 
bard rights, but could not reach the 
spot. 
A hot exchange followed in 


which Fitz. landed right and left, up- 
per cutting1 his man and breaking away 
easy. As Sharkey rushed again Fitz. 
got in his celebrated left hook twice 
and the sailor's career was checked. 
Sharkey rolled over on bis back and 
threw up his left leg. 
Fitz. smiled and 


returned to his corner. Thesecondswere 
counted off and Sharkey was carried 
to his corner limp as a dish rag. He 
had to be carried from the ring and 
appeared to be greatly distressed while 
Fitz. was spry as a lark and did not 
bear a scratch.

While there are those 
who think not, there are others who 
maintain that sugar beets have been 
raised right in Ohillicothe by the gar- 
deners, fully as nutritious as those 
raised in Germany, where the manu- 
facture of sugar is one of the leading 
industries.

in 'Squire 
Griesheimer's

methods used in planting and prepar- 
ing the beets for the market.

Session ofthe Sunday School As- 


sociation Last 


cnristian cnurcn Crowded Wlto En- 


thusiastic Sunday School Workers. 


A Splendid Program Consisting of Ad- 


dresses by Col. Cowden, Mra. Draper, 


Messrs. Seitoy, Harp, Murphy and 


Marlon Lawrence, of Toledo, 


Rendered Various FLa»e» of 


the Work Considered. 


The session ofj the county Sunday 


school association last evening at the 
Christian church was a very interest- 
ing and profitable one. The topics 
down on the program for discussion 
•were of vital importance to Sunday 
school workers, and the discussion was 
led by those whose long experience in 
the work best qualified them to speak 
on the subject. The result was that 
each topic was handled in an interest 
ing and intelligent manner. 


The session was opened at 6:45 with 


a song service, led by Mr. S. O. Titus, 
president of the association. 
Follow- 


ing the service came devotional exer- 
cises, led by Rev. T. S. Robjent. 
Rev. 


Robjent called Rev. Swinehart, of 
Manly chapel, to his assistance, and 
that gentleman read the scripture lea- 
son 
from the 119th Psalm. Rev. 


Swinehart spoke of the awful responsi- 
bility of those having young people in 
charge. 
There were millions of young 


people in the Sunday schools. The 
great problem was how to keep them 
there. After prayer by Rev. Robjent 
and a song, President Titus introduced 
Col. Robert Oowden, of Dayton, who 
talked interestingly for a few minutes 
on "Normal Work." President Titus 
introduced the audience to Col. Cowden 
as "a crowd of Scioto county people 
who enjoy your works." Ool. Oowden 
said that the state association was 
pressing a course in Normal Work by 
Prof. Hammel, of Illinois, called the 
-Legion of Honor. 


One county now had thirty-two or 


thirty-three normal 
classes. 
There 


were thirty counties in which there 
•were no classes, and there was but one 
in Scioto' county. That was in the 
Christian church. There were 1,357 
townships in the state and there should 
be at least one class in eaoh township. 
Ool. Cowden urged the appointment of 
a county secretary who would push the 
work of organizing normal classes. 
This secretary coald appoint an assis- 
tant in each township. He bad found, 
however, that the difficulty was not in 
organizing classes. It was in securing 
teachers of sufficient intelligence and 
preparation and interest in the work to 
keep the class going. The books used 
•were brief but comprehensive. In each 
book there were twelve lessons about 
the Bible and twelve about the Sun- 
day school. 
The lessons on the Bible 


dealt with the 
history, geography, 


etc., while those about the 
Sunday 


school were abont the superintendent, 
the teachers, how to ask questions, hosv 


- to illustrate, how to 
review, etc. 


These were the two great features of 
the work. 
Ool. Cowden then gave the 


first lesson in the book, "The 
Last 


iDaya of Jesus," as a sample of the 
-woik. In conclusion, Ool.. Cowden 
said that the greatest drawback today 
was the tulk of competent teachers. 
The way to get them was to make 
them. Put the bright boys and girls 
in the training classes, and by aud by 
we will have skilled teachers. That 
good day is corning. 


President Titus appointed Rev. D. 


S. Tappan, Rev. T. S. Robjent, Geo. 
D. Selby, J. P. Davis and Rev. J. A. 
Suoclgrass a committee on nomination, 
to report this afternoon. 


Mr. Mnriou Lawrence, of Toledo, 


then took charge of the "Open Parlia- 
ment." 
Mr. Lawrence said 
that, 


owing to a misunderstanding, he had 
not beeu present in the afternoon. 
He 


was in attendance at the Jackson! 
county association. Oar neighbors had 
jvn interesting mooting, eight out of 
twelve townships being represented. 
Eleven townships were organized. The 
•"Parliament" was opened by Mrs. M. 
E. Draper, who talked on "How to 
Secure Home Preparation by Scholars." 
Mrs. Draper said that four-fifths of the 
scholars came to Sunday school with- 
out any preparation and it is no won- 
der that the touchers are often discour- 
aged and disheartened. 
Yet these 


same children prepare the greater part 
of their lessons for the day school out- 
side the school room. This work was 
done gladly and 
willingly. 
Mrs. 


Draper then told of having been at the 
home of a friend one bright, sunshiny 
day when the son of the house came 
rushing in and began the preparation 
of his lessons for the day school. Yet 
3ho knew that this same boy came to 
Sunday school every Sunday morning 
without having looked at his lesson. If 
he would go to day school this way ho 
would be overwhelmed with mortifica- 
tion. 
Yet he unblushingly tells his 


Sunday school teacher ho had not had 
time to study his lesson. The secret 
of this lay in the fact that there was 
an incentive in the day school and none 
in the Sunday school. Mia. Draper 
thought the International Series of 
Lessons had not kept pace, with the 
age. 
She thought there should be a 


graded system of lessons. Thus, by 
furnishing some incentive to study, 
would secure home preparation. 


To Mr. George D. Selby had been as- 


signed the topic of "How 
to Hold 


Young Men in Oar Schools." In in- 
troducing Mr. Se.Iby, Mr. Lawrence 
said that if he could .inswer that ques- 
tion he would be thn most popular man 
in Portsmouth. "I'll 
tell yon right 


now, I can't do it," Paid Mr. Selby as 
he came forward, "I don't know. I 
have been working at this problem for 
a number- of years and have not yet 
solved it." He could tell how he had 


tried to keep young men in school, 
better. Mr. Selby did not believe that 
an ordinary teacher could keep young 
men in Sunday school continuously. 
In his class at Bigelow he bad thirty- 
five or forty enrolled. 
If they came 


occasionally, 
or 
semi-occasionally, 


their names were kept on the class 
book. 
Before dropping a. scholar he 


always called on the scholar and had a 
little talk. 
When once he got them in 


range he tried to make them feel it a 
duty to attend, and the performance of 
that dnty a pleasure. He tried to set 
them an example by promptness and 
attendance. He made it a point never 
to miss Sunday school when in the 
city. 
He endeavored to enlist the 


earnest interest of his scholars in the 
lesson, always emphasizing the point 
that it pays to study God's word. 
He 


tried to make the study interesting 
without being tedious, and to that par- 
pose sometimes changed his methods. 
Now, he had some member of the class 
give an outline of the lesson, 
while 


another member prepared a list of ques- 
tions that ho wanted answered. These 
named their successors. 
He had in 


view a class organization. 
He some 


times thought some of the churches 
were organized toi death, and as a rule 
did not favor too many organizations. 
His idea in this proposed organization 
was to have the absentees looked after 
continuously. 


Rev. W. A. Harp then explained the 


"Home Deportment Work." It was a 
Sunday school at home. 
There was 


one in his church with seventy-nine 
members. He simply went to members 
of his church, who were unable to at- 
tend Sunday school, with a pledge in 
which they agreed to study th.e Sunday 
school lesson at least one-half hour 
each Sunday or during the week. They 
are to notify the superintendent of 
their withdrawal. . Each, scholar 
is 


furnished quarterly a record book in 
which they check off the lessons studied 
and an envelope in which to drop 
money for the school. The superin- 
tendent of the work made quarterly 
culls on the scholars, gathered up the 
record books and made a report to the 
Sunday school. 
In this way the inter- 


est of the fathers and mothers was kept 
alive, and through them the young peo- 
ple were reached. 


Mr. Li. H. Murphy talked interest- 


ingly on "How to Get Everybody to 
Work." Mr. Murphy said he had no 
patent applied for on his method, nor 
no magician's band to cause people to 
do as he wanted them to. The greatest

conclusion said that sometime we grow 
impatient and feverish abont results. 
We should remember that it is our task 
to sow the seed, and then we should 
leave the results with God. 


Marion Lawrence gave a breezy lit- 


tle talk on "How 
to Handle Mis- 


chievous Boys and Girls." Air. .Law- 
rence said he would side with the boy 
every time. 
He was mischievous, but 


not wicked. A mischievous boy is a 
hopeful boy. Eewure of the boy who 
sits up all night and studies his Bible 
and gets out behind a barn and prays. 
Such a boy will bear watching. 
The 


nineteenth century boy has been do- 
scribed as a being with a million 
nerves to make him wiggle, and not 
one to make him sit still. The way to 
catch a boy is just like you catch a 
black bass. Let him have his own way 
at first, then gradually haul him in. 
You mnsm't jerk or threaten. Yon lose 
him the instant yon do this. Treat the 
boy like a man. Don't call him 
"bub," or "sonuy." 
Say 
"Mr." 


Show him, too, that there is enough 
hoy in you to meet him. 
You must be 


on friendly terms with your boys or 
you can't teach them. If yon gain 
their friendship yon can do anything 
with them. There were 850,000 young 
men iu Ohio between 16 and 21 outside 
the Sunday school. There were al^o 
150,000 girls of the same age. 
The 


temptations to a young man were ten 
times as great as those of the girls. 
Many boys in Portsmouth were behind 
stained glass windows in saloons now. 
Some superintendents were largely re- 
sponsible for the absence of young 
men. 
They conducted their schools in 


too childish a manner. Every time they 
addressed the school as "children," 
they persuaded some young man to stay 
at home. Don't use baby talk. 
Some 


songs were enough to drive young men 
away from Sunday school. For in- 
stance, imagine a big, strapping young 
man 
singing "I Am Jesus' Little 


Lamb," or "I Have Two Little Hands 
for Oesns, Two Little Feet to Do His 
Work." The young man knows he 
wears No. 9 gloves and No. 10 shoes. 
When a boy begins to rub his upper lip 
he don't want to be called a child. We 
should show interest in our scholars, 
and should be friends with our young 
men and make them know we are in- 
terested in them. Then we can reach 
them.

The Ice Gorge Threatened the 


struction of the Little City.

Rfaonld the Gorge Break a Terrible Disas- 


ter Would Follow—The Business Por- 


tion of Chippewa Is Submersed—Ice 


From SO to 5O Feet High. 


CONDENSED NEWS, 


CHIPPEWA FALLS, AY is., Dec. 3.—Anx- 


iety fills every heart in this place, for 
the ice gorge above the city is grow- 
ing larger and more formidable every 
hour. 
Should it break, the pent-up 


•waters behind it would sweep the vil- 
lag-e from the earth. Enough svater is 
escaping to drive the residents to high- 
er ground. Inch by inch the relentless 
flood 
is crawling 
up, and there 


has 
been 
a 
general 
scramble 


to 
remove 
household 
goods 


and 
merchandise 
to 
places 
of 


comparative safety. The river has at- 
tained a maximum height of 23 feet, 
and the business portion of the city 
has been abandoned. 
Large retail 


stores have moved their effects to 
places of safety, and over fifty stores, 
restaurants, saloons and shops are 
flooded to the depth of three feet. 
The river continues to rise at the 
rate of two inches aii hour', and ruin 
and 
devastation 
follow 
in 
the 


path of the waters. The river at this 
point is fully three-quarters of a mile 
wide, and its surface is covered with 
anchor ice to a depth varying fjom ten 
to thirty feet. The most stubborn re- 
sistance oftVred by the obstruction is 
in that portion of the river between 
the wagon bridge and the central rail- 
road bridge,about half a mile in length. 
The gorge continues to grow in extent. 
It is now over five miles long and in 
some places 30 to 50 feet high.

completely dams the river, and this is 
•what is causing the rapid rise of the 
river here.
